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Homosexual Symposium 


Room for competition

“I am continuously puzzled by the 
great fear, if not contempt, that 
Americans have for homosexuals, because 
I insist in believing that heterosexuality is 
quite capable of competing with 
homosexuality,’ declares Dr. Joel Fort, 
physician and author of “The Pleasure 
Seekers,” “‘The Drug Crisis,’ and “Youth 
in Society,’ who called the Homosexual 
Symposium this week, “the most 
comprehensive program on 
homosexuality that has occurred on an 
American college campus.” 

The moderator of this, the first event 
of the week-long symposium and of the 
symposium itself, introduced himself, “I 
would like all of you here to know who I 
am. I am Marty Rogers. I’m a man, a 
psychologist, arrogant, a friend, a son, a 
seeker of knowledge, a homosexual, a 
teacher, egotist, a loner, a brother, a 
lover, hypocrite, selfish, aggressive, 
impulsive. | am a complex human being 
So are you.” Rogers 1s an assistant 
professor of psychology at SSC 

On this same area Dr. Fort said, “‘l 
keep emphasizing the total concept of a 

rson’s life style. That they are a 

plex human being and that their 

ai attributes, identity or involvement 
nly one aspect of them.” 

Fort discussed legislated morality at 


length “In general, sex is illegal in 
Americar ety. So that practically all 
ial behavi ngaged in by 

| rose \u yo hon exuals, marned of 
ad Amer iy n regard to the 


law, I’ve always commented on the basic 
illegality of sexual action. The main law 
affecting the homosexual is the sodomy 
statutes. . and that again is true for both 
heterosexuals and homosexuals, married 


and unmarried. In other words, the 
sodomy statutes do not make a 
distinction and are not specifically 


directed against the homosexual. There is 
no law, fortunately, that makes it illegal 
to be a homosexual in spirit. It is 
homosexual practices that are illegal 
along with a wide variety of heterosexual 
practices, but the law is almost never 
enforced in regard to these heterosexual 
violations... if all those laws were 
enforced, or if there was an enforcement 
apparatus designed to apprehed people 
engaging in them, we could probably 
employ several million sex policemen in 
the United States, thereby reducing the 
unemployment in the country, but of 
course create far worse problems among 
them reaching 1984 some 13 years earlier 
than we will otherwise achieve it 


in conclusion, Dr. Fort brought out a 
statement attributed to Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell, a famous English actress and 
longtime friend of George Bernard Shaw 
She once said, “I don't care what people 
do, as long as they don’t do it in the 
streets and scare the horses.” 


Th highlight of the whole session 
was, however, his story about a child in 
Sunday School who is asked by his 
Sunday School teacher Are you 
troubled by evil thoughts?” and whe

Crisis Task 
Force makes

The Sacramento State College 
Crisis Task Force was recently 
commissioned to study what 
effect the proposed Reagan 
administration budget will have 
on the coming academic year.

Rogers feels that the lack of 
comprehensive received 
from the media is indicative of the 
attitude of the mass media toward 
homosexuals. While they are 
quick to print sex crimes and raids 
on public bathrooms, something 
constructive and informing such 
as the symposium, makes the back 
pages. And on the college paper 
where it should be most
